diſpoſition as too many among us are, may 
not be at all improper at this Seaſon Now 
the Advice of the Apoſtle is, Submit jour ſelves 
to every Ordinance of Man for the Lord's ſake,

And 1. The Apoſtle ſtiles Go the 
Ordinance of Mas; and by his diviſion of theſe 
Ordinances of Man afterwards, into the King 
as Supreme, and into Governors as ſent by 
him, it is evident, he look'd upon Kings as 
well. as ſubordinate Magiſtrates, to be the Or- 
dinance of Man. That all the ſeveral ſub- 
ordinate and inferior Officers are the Ordinance 
of Man, is evident from their ſeveral Perſons, 
Offices, extent of Power or Juriſdiction, and 
Number, with their Superiority one over a- 
nother, being ſettled by the cont rivance and 
pleaſure of Men; whether by the Will of the 
ee or By che con of the Oy or 
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by the choice of the People in the ſeveral Cor- 
nh 7. fo mid ont ON 

But the ſame thing is likewiſe true of Kings 
or the Supreme Magiſtrate, that the deſignati- 
on of their Perſons to that great Office, the ex- 
tent of their Power, the ſeveral Prerogatives 
they enjoy, and the Method of fucceeding to 
them; as well as the ſeveral branches of Pow- 
er reſiding in many equal or ſubordinate Per- 
ſons in a Common-wealth, are all the Ordi- 
nance of Man; that is, they are ſuch as Men 
have contriv'd, conſented to, or acquieſced in; 
ſo that their Governors could not have had 
that Power they have, and · juſt ſuch degrees of 
Power as they have, except it had been ſetiled 


by antient Law or Cuſtom, or by preſent A- 


greement, either Silent or Expreſs: And what- 
ever thus ows it's Original to-Law, Cuſtom, or 
Agreement, cannot but be the ordinance and 
appointment of Man. — Av 
- And that this is ſo, will plainly appear 
from the different Forms of Government in 
the World; ſome Nations being Govern'd 
by one Prince, ſome by many Nobles, o- 
thers by the Body of the People, and others 
by different ' mixtures of theſe, occaſioning 
different Limitations and Reſtrictions of his or 
their Power, who are in thoſe Countries made 


Supreme. And again, the ſame will follow 


from the different Methods of arriving at the 
Supreme Power ; ſome Kingdoms being Here- 
ditary, others BleQive; and among thoſe that 
are Hereditary, ſome deſcending to the bee 

ale 
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Female: and in Common-wealths, . in ſome 
Places, the Body in whom the Supreme Pow- 
er reſides filling up it's qwn Vacancies, and in 
ethers having them filled up by others of inferi- 
orOfficesor wholly private Perſons. Butnow this 
_ variety in different Nations, mult ariſe. hol 
ly from the different Appointments the ſeveral 
Nations have made, as they have thought ad- 


viſeable, or have chanc'd to acquieſce in. For 
if Government and all it's Forms and Methods. 


be from God, excluſive of Man's Will or Wit- 
dom at all intermeddling, there can then be 
but one Form of Government and of Succeſſi- 


on to that Government, and extent of Power 


in the Governor, or Governors, lawful ; and 
all Nations who are:Govern'd otherwiſe than 
in that one Form, diſobey the Will of God; or 
elſe it mult be pretended, that God has by a 
Revelation of his Will eſtabliſh'd one Form of 


Government in one Nation, another in ano- 


ther, the contrary of which is ſo evideat, that 
none ever pretended to affirm he had done fo. 
But ſtill, 2. The ſeveral Governors are ſo fas 
approv'd of God, that Submiſſion to them 
ought to be paid for the Lords ſalee. 
he Apoſtle here in the Text commands us.

to ſubmit our ſelues to every Ordinance of Man far. 


the Lords ſake, (i. e.) out of Obedience to him, 
and reſpect to his Will and Command; and the 
Apoſtle St. Paul enjoyns the ſame thing, 
Rom. 13. 1. Lat every Soul be ſubhedt to the higher 
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Powers; for there is no Power but of God; the 
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Powers that be are ordain'd of God. And wer, « 
N herefore he muſt needs be ſubjett, not only for 
Wrath, or fear of Puniſhment from Men, bat 


alſo for Conſcience ſake, or for fear of offending 


God. And in many other places of Scripture, 


Ve find Submiſſion ro our Governours cxpreny 


commanded us. 

But beſides theſe Precepts in Scripture, re- 
quiring of us Obedience to thoſe ſet over 
us, the meer light of Nature teaches us, to 
ſubmit” to our ſeveral Governors, and that 
Government js in ſome ſenſe from God, and 


ordain'd by Mm. f 4 


For let us but take a view of Mas in the 
State he is now in, and we ſhall find him a ſo- 
ciable Creature, capable of doing and receiving 

a great deal of Good, by entering into Society 
with others ; but at "the ſame time, incapable 


ol living in Society, if there be no Rule or Law 
to govern that Society, nor Superior to put 


that Law in Execution. Were there no ſuch 
Governours to be a Terror to evil doers, how 
great a part of Mankind would rat her be for 

ubſiſting by prey ing upon others, than by 


their own Labour; we may gueſs by the num- 
bers that even under the Terror of the ſevereſt 
Puniſhments to be inflicted on ſuch Malefa- 
ots, take to Robbery and Violence. 
Again, who could keep Men from breaking 
out into Acts of Outrage, and Wounding and 


Killing one another, if there were no Superi- 


or to curb and reſtrain their rain 7 
| And

And in the Controverſies that happen about 
Men's ſeveral Rights and Properties, what a 
Confuſion muſt there be, if there were no 
common Judge to decide Right and Wrong, 


and to force Men to do Juſtice to one another? 


So that if there were no Government, there 


could be no Peace and Security in the World 


for the Lives and Poſſeſſions of Mankind. But 


now. we are ſure, that ſince God has given us 


Life, and granted us the good things of this 
World to be acquired by our Induſtry, it is 


his pleaſure that we ſhould, without Biſtur- 
bance, enjoy what he has thus graciouſly be- 
ſtow?d on us: And as this cannot be done 


without ſome Government being eſtabliſh'd to 
prevent Violence and Confuſion, we are ſure, 
trom the conſideration of our State, that he de- 
ſign'd there ſhould ſome Government be ſettled; 
and in this Senſe all Government is from him. 
But then, as theſe Neceſſities Mankind lie un- 
der, may be anſwered by a ſimple or mix'd 
Government, by a Common-wealth or Mo- 
narchy ; by a Limited or Arbitrary, by an 
Elective or Hereditary Monarchy ; the deter- 
mining under which of theſe Forms a Nation 
ſhall be ſettled, he has leſt to Humane Wiſ- 
dom and Choice to determine. 


I come now to the ſecond general Head, the 
Diviſion here made by the Apoſtle of thoſe 
that Govern, into the King as Supreme, and 

into Governors ſent by him. OO

Now this diviſion of Governors into the 
Supreme and Subordinate, or into the Kin 
and inferior Magiſtrates, -1s fo very obvi- 
ous, and needs ſo little Explication , that 
J ſhould have took no notice it, but that 
ſome who pretend a willingneſs to ſubmit 
to the King as Supreme, make no ſcruple 
to diſobey and act againſt the ſubordinate 
Magiſtrates, tho? they are Governors ſent or 
appointed and commiſſioned by him to Govern 
the ſeveral parts of the Nation, according to 
their ſeveral Offices and the Power belonging 
to them. But we find the Apoſtle commands 
Submiſſion not only to the King, but to infe- 
rior Governors ; to him indeed as Supreme, 
the Head and Fountain of Government and 
Authority, but to them likewiſe, as ſent by 
him to diſcharge ſome part of the Government 
entruſted him, according to the Commiſſion 
he has given them. 'And the failing of Subje- 
RQion to thoſe ſubordinate Magiſtrates, whilſt 
they are acting in their proper Spheres, is a 
flying in the Face of that Supreme Authority 
from which they ultimately derive their Pow- 

I proceed hence to the IIId. Thing propo- 
ſed - be ſpoke to; amd that 1s, the Delga of 
all Government mention'd by the Apoſtle, The 
Puniſhment of evil doers, and the Praiſe of them 
that do well, VVV 

The 
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The Apoſtle's Words indeed ſtrictly belong 


to ſubordinate Magiſtrates, of whom he ſpeaks 
as ſent or Commiſſioned by the King or Su- 


preme Magiſtrate, to procure the Puniſhment 
of Evil doers, and the Praiſe of them that do 


well. But there can be no doubr, but the 
ſame good End that the King juſtly expects 
ſhould be promoted by. them, the 105 God, 


who is the King of Kings and Lord of Lords, 
requires from the higheſt Powers on Earth. 


And we find St. Paul ſpeaking to the ſame 
purpoſe of all Governors alike, whether Su- 
preme or Subordinate, Rom. 13. 3, 4. Ralers 
are not 4 Terror to good Works, but to the evil, 
Wilt thou then not 3 


the ſame; for he is the Miniſter of God to thee 
for good, But if thou do that which is evil, be a- 
fraid ; for he beareth not the Sword in vain; for 


he is the Miniſter of God, a revenger to execute 


wrath upon him that doeth evil, So that we 
find both Apoſtles agreeing in this, that whilſt 


a Man does that which is Good, whilſt he 
| behaves himſelf Quietly and Peaceably, and 


diſcharges himſelf with Juſtice and Ho- 
neſty, he has no reaſon to fear any thing 
from the Government 'over him, but on the 
- contrary. may expect to have their Praiſe 
and Favour for being a good Subject. But 


that *tis a Man's ſeditious Talk and Carriage, 


and his unjuſt and violent dealings with o- 
thers, that expoſe him to the Anger and Re-

e afraid of the Power? Do 
that which is good, and thou ſhalt have 5 of 


tis) 
ment of his Governors, and bring down Pu- 
niſhments on his Head. Now, as this is not 
always done, but that ſometimes the Innocent 
are oppreſsd by their Governors, and unjuſt 
and violent Men are ſupported by them, the 
Apoſtles muſt both mean what is moſt com- 
monly practis'd, and what is the true end of 
all Government, when they ſpeak of Puniſn- 
ment to be expected from thoſe in Power, by 
Evil doers, and Praiſe from them by thoſe that 
do well. | b | 
We have under the firſt Head conſidered 
the neceſſity there is of ſome Government or 
another, to ſecure Men in their Rights againſt 
the Injuſtice of others. But now, if Govern- 
ment be neceſſary for this Reaſon, then muſt 
the preſerving Peace and Juſtice be the great 
End of Government. If we were left to our 
ſelves to defend our Perſons. and Poſſeſſions as 
well as we could, they would both be at the 
| Mercy of thoſe who were ſtronger than our 
ſelves, or who attack'd us with Treachery, 
or greater Cunning than we are Maſters of * 
and what one Rogue could not take from us, 
however a number of Villains conſpiring a- 
gainſt us for a ſhare of the Booty, could rob 
us of. The deſign therefore of Government 
is, that there ſhould be a Governor arm'd with 
the Power of the whole Society, that by his 
Officers, and by being able to aſſemble the 
reſt of the Society, as there is occaſion, ſhould 
be able to overpower any unjuſt Perſon, or 
| | numbers

numbers of them, and thereby be in a Capa- 


city of preſerving the Poſſeſſions and Rights 


of all under his Jui iſdiction. 

And as 'tis impoſſible for any Governor, by 
himſelf or Miniſters, to be preſent in all parts 
of his Dominions, to prevent all Injuſtice, and 
actually preſerve the Innocent, therefore it is 
neceſſary there ſhould in .all Governments be 


ſuch Laws made, as by the Puniſhments they. 


threaten to the ſeveral Offenders, ſhould deter 
Men from being injurious: to others; and 
where any in defiance of ſuch Penalties, have 


committed Offences, it is the Buſineſs of the 
Magiſtrate to inflict thoſe Puniſhments they 


have ſo juſtly deſerv'd: And as the Governors 
have the aſſiſtance of the whole Society, they 


are able, whether the Malefactors will or no, 
to bring them to Juſtice. Now theſe Puniſh. 


ments thus threaten'd, in all Wiſe Govern- 
ments, bear not only proportion to the great- 
neſs of the Crime, but to the neceſſity there 
is of preventing it; ſo that where any Evil 
begins to ſpread, greater Puniſhments are ne- 


ceſſary to ſuppreſs it than at other Seaſons, 


would have been proper. And as every Evil 
doer has reaſon to fear his Governors, who 
are both able and deſign'd to puniſh 
them: So every one that does well, may not 


only juſtly expect the Protection of his Gover- 


nors, but their Favour likewiſe, as they are 

ſuch Perſons who aſſiſt and enable the Govern- 

ment to preſerve both itſelf and others = 
35 An 
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And ſo viſibly are the protection ofFnnocence 
and the puniſhment of Wickedneſs, the great 
Ends of Government within itſelf, that where 
' ..a Government ſhould neglect thus to do, their 
Subjects would be never the better for ſuch a 
Government. And if inftead of protecting 
the Innocent, any Government ſhould itſelf 
oppreſs them to any degree, they would be 8 
worſe than if they were left to protect them. 
ſelves as well as they could; ſince in that caſe 
they might hope by Force or Cunning, or the 
help of Neighbours, to defend themſelves in 
ſome meaſure from the Violence of particular 
| Perſons, which were the Government itſelf 
proved Tyrannical and Oppreſſive, they would 
be unable to do againſt ſo ſuperior a Strength. 
From thus conſidering the Ends of Govern- 
| ment, he Paniſhment of Evil doers, and the Praiſe 
, | of thoſe that do well, let us proceed to the 


Duty of Subjects to their Governors, and this 
the Apoſtle informs us is, 70 ſubmit themſelves to 
them, And under this Head I {hall very briefly |

winch any Government is able to defend it's- 
Subjects from Domeſtick or Foreign Violence, 
is the united Power of it's Subjects, giving ir 
their Strength to overcome the reſiſtance it 
might meet with otherwiſe; but now whoe- 
ver refuſes to ſubmit to the Government, with- 


draws his —_ and affiſtance from it, and 
as far as in him lyes diſables it from anſwering 
thoſe great Ends: propoſed by it; and ſhould 
any conſiderable number of it's Subjects do ſo, 
it wou'd be too weak to adminiſter Jultice, and 
protect the Innocent. | | 
Another Reaſon why we ſhou'd ſubmit to 
our Governors is, that by their Care and Ma- 
nagement we lead quiet and peaceable Lives, 
enjoy our Property, and are ſecur'd from Vi- 
olence and Inzuſtice, and therefore in return for 
their Protection we owe them Submiſſion. 
Again, the Apoſtle tells us, we mult ſub- 


mit for the Lords ſake, (i. e.) in Obedience 


to the Will of God; who as we have ſeen 
has ſo order'd human Affairs, that Govern- 
ment is abſolutely neceſſary to preſerve any 
tolerable . ſhare of Peace and Juſtice in the 
World ; and thereby ſhews it is his Will that 
there ſhould be ſome Government eſtabliſh'd: 


But now all Government is to no purpole, 


vhere there is no obligation on thoſe Governed 
to ſubmit to their Governors; all Government 
ſuppoſing a Power to command in the ruling 
rt, and an obligation to obey in the Ruled : 

and without Subjects anſwering this obligation 


lying 
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lying on them, Magiſtrates can never accom- 
-pliſh the End for which they were deſign'd by 
-God. L + bs + 8 

From the Reaſons for our Submiſſion, I 
ſhall paſs to the Second thing propos'd under 
this Head, what is imply'd in Submiſſion. It 
is a ſhame that I ſhou'd bè forc'd under this 
Head to obſerve, what the Behaviour of too 
many make it proper to mention, that the 
ſubmitting to our Governors at leaſt implies 
our doing nothing to weaken their Power and 
Authority; ſuch as the ſpreading Virulent and 
Malitious Stories of them to bring their Per- 
ſons into contempt, the endeavouring to unſet- 
tle Mens Minds in their Opinions of the Right 
they have to Govern us; the miſrepreſenting 
what they do, and the raiſing Groundleſs Fears 
and Jealouſies of what they may do, in order 
to make their Subjects uneaſy; tlie ſtirring up, 
promoting, or abetting any Riots or Tumuks 
againſt their Government; the inviting or en- 
couraging their Enemies to come and Invade 
their Dominions, or being in Word or Deed 
any ways aſſiſtant to them who do; all theſe 
things are moſt manifeſtly inconſiſtent with 
that Submiſſion we owe them. But 'tis not 
enough to forbear ſuch Actions as theſe if we 
would ſubmit as we ought ; but we muſt like- 
wiſe obey their juſt Commands to us, whether 
deliver*d to us in their Laws, or in thoſe other 
Methods, or by thoſe proper Officers which 
the Conſtitution of our Country directs them 
3 | to 
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to command us by. Submitting to them like. 


wiſe includes, the paying them thoſe Taxes 


with a ready Mind, which are granted them 
to ſupport their Crown and Dignity, and to 
2 them to preſerve Peace at Home, and 
defend us from Enemies from Abroad : It in- 


cludes likewiſe our aſſiſting them in our ſeve- 
ral Stations againſt all their Enemies, and the 


diſcovering any Plots or Conſpiracies that we 
can learn to be form'd againſt their Perſons or 
Government. And we ſhou'd at leaſt Honour 


and Eſteem them for their Office fake, or we 


{hall be ealily tempted on the firſt Opportuaity, 
to withdraw our Subjection to them. I have 
only juſt mention'd theſe as ſuch neceſſary and 
plain inſtances of Submiſſion, that wherever 
we refuſe paying them, we ſo far withdraw 
our ſelves from our Allegiance to the Govern» 


ment over us: And as far as in us lies, diſable 


it from anſwering the Ends for which it was 
&rſt-inteaded.: ; ©; + tom: 5 | 

Having gone through the Heads at firſt pro- 
pos d, I come now to make ſome Application 
of what has been ſaid to our preſent Circum- 
ſtances. ee Lkter 

We have now ſeated on the Throne of theſe 
Kingdoms, his Majeſty King GeokGe, in 


purſuance of ſeveral Laws made to ſettle the 
Succeſſion , and ſecure it in the IIluſtrious 
Houſe - of HANOVER, and that both in the 
Reign of King William, and Queen Anne; and 
this was then by one Parliament after another 

| SC. eſteem'd 
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eftcem'd” the only effectual Means to preſerve 


our Religion and Liberties, from the Artempts 


of our Enemies both at Home and Abroad. 


We may obſerve a moſt remarkable Conduct of 


Providence, in firſt bringing his Majeſty hi- 
ther in Peace and Quiet, and ſince diſappoint 
ing the Defigns of his Enemies againſt his Per- 
ſon and Government. His Title is throughly 
interwoven with all the Security we have for 
our Religion, Liherty and Property ; all others 
really related or pretending to be related to the 


Crown being Papiſts. The greateſt part of the 
Nation, of any Power or Figure, have given 


him Aſſurances of their Loyalty, by ſwearing 
Allegiance to him, and of their never Aiding 
or Abetting the Pretender his open Rival, by 
taking the Abjuration Oath. Now, when we 
conſider the juſtneſs of his Title, the open ap- 
pearance of Providence on his fide, that the 
enjoyment of whatever, either Sacred or Civil 
that ſhou'd be moſt dear to us, depends on 
his Family continuing amongſt:us, and that we 


have by the moſt ſolemn Obligation of Oaths, 


bound our ſelves to Obey him; it is hard to 
conceive, that there ſhou'd not univerſally be a 
willing Submiſſion paid to his Government. 

It is not by any pretended, that he has any 
ways govern'd otherwiſe than theLaw directs; 


if any are calPd to account for their Crimes in 


the late Reign, it iS in A Parliamentary way, 


ſuitably to our antient Cuſtoms and Conſtituti- 


on; if it were thought hard to make a Law to 
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impriſon ſuſpected Perſons, the late Tranſacti- 
ons have ſhewn, that without that, our Go- 
vernment cou'd hardly have been preferved3 


and this Power has been us'd with the greateſt 


gentleneſs: If there were at firſt any Clamours 
upon raiſing additional Forces, we have ſince 
ſeen in the Rebellion that has broke out, the 


neceſſity of ſo doing, to preſerve Peace in this 


Nation: And as to the pretended Danger of 
the Church, with which cunning and il] defign- 
ing Men have deluded rhe fimple Multitude, 
we may defy any Manto affign any one thing 
done by his Majeſty or his Miarſtry, to the 
preſent Damage, or future Inconvenience of 
the Church; whilſt at the fame time his Ma- 


jeſty entirely conforms to the eftabliſh*dChurch, 


and has given us moſt Sofemn and Repeated 


Aſſurances of his firm Refokution always o 


- 


ſupport and maintain it. 4 

And yet under ſuch a Management on his 
part, and with an allowed Goodneſs and Love 
of Fuſtice in his Perſon, has Ins Majeſty, inſtead 
of the Submiffion due to him, met with that 


rucde and barbarous Uſage, that the worſt f 


Princes have rarely Experienc'd. His Perſon 
and Behaviour have been traduc'd; his Title 


undermin'd and queſtion d; innumerable lyes 


rais'd, and induſtriouſly ſpread over the Nati- 
on to weaken his Hands, by rendering him o- 
dious or Contemptible; Piſtinct ions have 
been invented and propagated to make People 
ſwallow the Oaths to the Government, only 
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that they may the better betray that Govern- 
ment they ha ve Swore to; the People were at 
firſt animated to Riots and Tumults, and at 
laſt brought into open Rebellion againſt: His 
Majeſty; our Credit has been ſhaken by repea- 
ted Contrivances, and by artful Terrors ſcat- 
ter'd among the Timorous; and no Lye or 
Stratagem omitted that might either deter 
Men from aſſiſting the Government, or en- 
gage them in open Force againſt it.

\ the Seat of a bloody and unnatural War; to 

obſerve them breaking through all Obligati- 

ons of Oaths, and all regard to Truth, with as 

A much caſe as if they had a Father Confeſſor 

to Abſolve them at the concluſion of ſuch a 

Scene of Wickedneſs: Theſe are things that 

cannot but aſtoniſh and grieve every one that 

has any Love of his Country, or any Concern 

for the honour of our holy Religion.
